Fresco Painting

One of the oldest of painting traditions, much older than oil 
painting, is “Fresco Painting.” Readers of these articles have un¬ 
doubtedly noticed, that I often refer to back-numbers of easily 
obtainable publications, in which they may find examples of the 
method of painting under discussion. So here again in chatting 

the first or “rough-coat” of 
plaster. He uses a pounceing 
bag for this work, which con¬ 
tains a colored powder and by 
tapping this bag on the out¬ 
lines, he forces the dry pow¬ 
der through the holes to the 
rough-coat of plaster. 

Faintly, you now can make 
out the outlines on the mortar 
coat, which is purposely left 
rough, so that the finish-plas¬ 
ter coat may adhere to this 
rough-coat. Now comes the 
ticklish part of the job, that is 
after he has reinforced the 
faint outlines, by going over 
them with a brush and color 
and so making an uninterrupt¬ 
ed picture on the wall. 

Giotto gauges now how much 
painting he can do in one day, 
and only that much finish-coat 
of plaster which will stay wet 
during the day can be put on 
the wall, so he cuts up his car¬ 
toons accordingly in daily tasks 
and puts his colors on the wet 
plaster as they are called out, 
in his cartoon. 

In cutting out his cartoons, 
he takes good care not to stop 
in the middle of a figure, be¬ 
cause coming back to it the 
next day, this would leave a 
false line, marring the design. 

In frescoes only colors can be 
used which resist the action of 
lime, so that the range of pig¬ 
ments and colors is very limit¬ 
ed, and such brilliant ones as 
“orpiment” (from the Latin 
auri-pigmentum i.e. golden- 
colored) which is sulphuret of 
arsenic, “cinnabar” which is 
sulphide of mercury and emer¬ 
ald green, cannot be used. 

Because of the vast amount 
of pigments a fresco artist has 
to use, both in quantity and va¬ 
riety of-color, because each tint 
has to be separated, a palette 
cannot contain all these col¬ 
ors. So Giotto mixes them al¬ 
ready prepared and ready to 
use in innumerable pots. Some 
artists tie these pots on a string 
around their waist, so that no 
motion is lost in the execution 
of their painting. 

The theory is, and in prin¬ 
ciple this is true, that fresco 
painting is an exclusive water- 
color process, without the ad¬ 
mixture of a binder (agglutin- 
ant), which is a sticky sub¬ 
stance which causes colors to 
adhere together. However there 
are certain color-powders, 
which have to be fixed with a 
size. The colors are azure, ul¬ 
tramarine and carbon black. 
These colors do not blend in 
water without a size for which 
some artists like Cennini used 
egg, either the yolk or the 
white or the whole egg. Others 
used fig juice, etc., but the im¬ 
portant thing is, to use a size 
which the lime in the plaster 
will absorb and retain. 

Cennino Cennini (c. 1370-c. 
144 0), a Florentine fresco- 
painter, wrote a treatise “Trat- 
to della Pittura” in 1437, pub¬ 
lished in 1821, on 14th century 
painting, in which he even 
makes a distinction which col¬ 
ors should be mixed with light 
yolks of eggs and which with 
dark. 

In my next article I hope to 
take up “tempera painting” and 
so until then,

The recreation commission 
was also asked to do the fol¬ 
lowing: 

1. Organize club activities 
lor children at the elemen¬ 
tary school around such 
things as dramatics, model 
aircraft, marionettes and pup¬ 
pets. tap dancing, ceramics 
and athletics with volunteer 
workers and part-time paid 
leaders. 

2. Cooperate with the Adult 
Education Authority for de¬ 
veloping a program of ceram¬ 
ics, arts and crafts, folk danc¬ 
ing. dramatics and music for 
adults at the school during 
the evening. 

3. Increase community-wide 
activities through a civic 
theater, tennis club, archery 
club, children's little theater, 
marble contests, kite contests, 
pet shows, community cele¬ 
brations. etc. 

4. Organize a boy's base¬ 
ball program during the sum¬ 
mer and arrange for one of 
the County Park at Arcadia 
several mornings each week. 

The report also called for the 
appointment of a woman play¬ 
ground director for the smaller 
children and girls at the city 
park during the summer. Rec¬ 
reation leadership should be 
placed at the school for after¬ 
school play, for Saturdays and 
during vacations. 

Bahr called for remodelling 
of the dressing rooms at the 
Canyon swimming pool so it 
can be used as a community 
center when the pool is closed. 

A new swimming pool 
should be planned for the 
city water department site. If 


the armory is built there, 
then the pool should be built 
at the city park, Bahr said. 

He recommended that the 
children’s play equipment at 
the park be relocated next to 
the pre-school area and that 
the entire area now used for 
older children’s play equip¬ 
ment be made into a picnic 
site. 

The lily pond in the park— 
now filled with sand—should 
be made into a wading pool for 
small children, he said. 

Here are other recommenda¬ 
tions included in the compre¬ 
hensive report: 

1. Secure services of a rec¬ 
reational planner and archi¬ 
tect to plan in detail devel¬ 
opment of the new addition 
to the park. 

2. See about buying pri¬ 
vate property now surround¬ 
ing the park and convert the 
house into a recreation cen¬ 
ter. 

3. Plan a community park 
and recreation center at the 
city water property. If the ar¬ 
mory is built there, it should 
be located so as to leave a 
maximum area available for 
outdoor recreation. 

4. Determine the feasibility 
of the city and county jointly 
developing Bailey Canyon in¬ 
to a recreation park—possib¬ 
ly as a county park. 

Bahr said that additional fi¬ 
nancial assistance might come 
from the county. He suggested 
that the possibility of floating 
a bond issue for such things as 
a new park and swimming pool 
be investigated. 

“The total budget of the Rec¬ 
reation Department for 1948-49 
is $3826.50,” the report said. “Of

this, $800 was contributed by 
the school district. This amount 
is considerably below the mini¬ 
mum national standard of $2 
per capita per year.” 

“Unfortunately the swim¬ 
ming pool in the Canyon is 
located so as to present a real 
traffic hazard," Bahr said. 

‘The pool is small and the 
dressing room facilities are 
below standard. The entire 
building needs to be renovat¬ 
ed and it is questionable if 
the expenditure of funds 
necessary to put the building 
In proper shape is feasible. 

"It is recommended that a 
new swimming pool be plan¬ 
ned as soon as possible. Un¬ 
til a new pool is possible, it 
is suggested that a school 
bus be used to transport the 
children from the main resi¬ 
dential districts to the swim¬ 
ming pool during the sum¬ 
mer." 

It was brought out by Eu¬ 
gene Colbert, who was at the 
meeting plugging for a badly- 
needed pool for Sierra Madre, 
that cost would be at least 
$25,000. He urged a coordinated 
community project to get it 
built. 

“The fine community spirit 
and the cooperative relation¬ 
ship between the recreation de¬ 
partment, school, clubs and 
youth-serving groups is com¬ 
mendable and should make 
possible a coordinated program 
for recreation activities for the 
community,” Bahr said. 

He added that he would be 
available for consultation as 
the recreation commission be¬ 
gins work on a development 
program.

COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE AMENDING 
ORDINANCE NO. 250 OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE, 
ENTITLED, "AN ORDINANCE 
REGULATING STR EET 
WORK BY PRIVATE CON¬ 
TRACT WITHIN THE CITY 
OF SIERRA MADRE. AND 
FIXING A PENALTY FOR

ADOPTED FEBRUARY 2, 
1921, AS AMENDED BY OR¬ 
DINANCE NO. 274, ADOPTED 
NOVEMBER 8, 1923, TO PRO¬ 
VIDE FOR THE REPAIRING 
AND CONST RUCTION OF 
CURBS IN SAID CITY. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE 
DOES ORDAIN AS FOL¬ 
LOWS: 

SECTION 1. That Ordinance 
No. 250 of the City of Sierra 
Madre entitled, “An Ordinance 
regulating street work by pri¬ 
vate contract within the City 
of Sierra Madre, and fixing a 
penalty for the violation there¬ 
of”, adopted February 2, 1921, 
as amended by Ordinance No. 
274, adopted November 8, 1923, 
be and the same is hereby 
amended by adding a new sec¬ 
tion thereto to be designated, 
known as,' and numbered Sec¬ 
tion 2-A, to follow immediate¬ 
ly after Section 2 of said Or¬ 
dinance as amended, which 
Section 2-A shall read as fol¬ 
lows: 

“SECTION 2-A: Whenever in 
the opinion of the City Council, 
the public interest and conven¬ 
ience may require, the Street 
Superintendent. is hereby au¬ 
thorized and empowered to re¬ 
quire the owners or occupants 
of lots, or portions of lots, 
fronting on any curb con¬ 
structed on any street, and 
on the same side of the * 
street where such curb is locat¬ 
ed, to repair or reconstruct such 
curb in the event the use of 
any driveway previously con¬ 
structed . or installed in, upon 
or through such curb has been 
abandoned. The Street Super¬ 
intendent shall give written no¬ 
tice thereof to the owners of 
the adjoining premises, or to 
their agents or to the occupants 
of such premises, or by leaving 
a copy of such notice on such 
premises. 

Said notice shall contain a 
description of the work requir¬ 
ed to be done and shall desig¬ 
nate the materials to be used 
and specify the manner in 
which said work shall be done.

mend such a course for Sier¬ 
ra Madre. It will result in more 
efficient and more economical 
government. 

"As has been stated previous¬ 
ly large expenditures are pro¬ 
posed for both street work and 
water supply. The magnitude 
of these projects is sufficient 
to justify reorganization of the 
Water and Street Department 
into separate departments since 
the operations will become too 
diversified and varied to be 
properly supervised under a 
single head. 

‘There has been an inter¬ 
relationship between the Cler¬ 
ical Department and the Water 
and Street Department which 
has not proved altogether satis¬ 
factory prior to and during the 
period of my service. 

"The r e 1 a tionship between 
the Clerical Department and 
the Water and Street Depart¬ 
ment should be clarified and 
reorganized. If necessary, ad¬ 
ditional personnel should be 
employed. 

•The City of Sierra Madre is 
very fortunate in having a 
group of experienced and loyal 
personneL It- is regrettable that 
Sierra Madre has fallen down 
in providing such things as 
health and accident benefits 
and retirement b e n e f 11 s for C. C. TOLD OF 
these employees. 

“The statement "If they 
aren’t satisfied, they can quit 
and find work elsewhere” is a 
vicious answer to the problem. 

“The reason governing bodies 
make compulsory regulations 
regarding minimum wage 
standards, working hours, so¬ 
cial security, etc., is because the 
individual is not always versed 
or realistic in these matters, 
just as the matter of compul¬ 
sory education cannot be left 
up to the individual. 

“Under the present employ¬

Ordinance No. 483 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE, CALIFOR¬ 
NIA, AMENDING SECTIONS 
7 AND 8 OF ORDINANCE NO. 
469 OF SAID CITY, KNOWN 
AS THE SUBDIVISION OR¬ 
DINANCE. ADOPTED JANU¬ 
ARY 27. 1948. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE 
DOES ORDAIN AS FOL¬ 
LOWS: 

SECTION I. That Section 7 
(x) of Ordinance No. 469 of 
the City of Sierra Madre, en¬ 
titled “An Ordinance of the 
City of Sierra Madre establish¬ 
ing in said City rules, regula¬ 
tions and standards for the 
subdivision of land and for the 
preparation and presentation of 
subdivision maps, and provid¬ 
ing penalties for the violation 
thereof”, adopted January 27, 
1948, be and the same is here¬ 
by amended to read as follows; 

“SECTION 7 (x). PARKWAY 
PLANTING STRIPS. All plant¬ 
ing in the parkway area shall 
be restricted to a strip three 
(3) feet in width immediately 
adjacent to the outside side¬ 
walk line. All ground cover and 
all planting used shall be of a 
type approved by the Planning 
Commission, and any trees or 
shrubbery planted in the park¬ 
way planting strip shall be 
kept and maintained so as to 
give an eight (8) foot clear¬ 
ance to all of the parkway area, 
except such planting strip.” 

SECTION 2. That Section 8 
(c) of said Ordinance No. 469, 
be and the same is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

“SECTION 8 (c). Concrete 

curbs, gutters, and four (4) foot 
wide sidewalks; all sidewalks 
to be constructed contiguous to 
the property line of any private 
properly”. 

SECTION 3. The City Clerk 
shall certify to the adoption of 
this Ordinance, and prior to 
the expiration of fifteen (15) 
days from the passage thereof, 
shall cause the same to be pub¬ 
lished once in the Sierra Mad¬ 
re News, a newspaper of gen¬ 
eral circulation, published and 
circulated in the City of Sierra 
Madre, and thirty days from 
and after the final passage 
thereof, the same shall take ef¬ 
fect and be in force.

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Ordinance No. 481 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE AMENDING 
SECTION 7 OF ORDINANCE 
NO. 460 OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE PERTAIN¬ 
ING TO THE COLLECTION 
OF GARBAGE AND OTHER 
MATERIALS. ADOPTED NO¬ 
VEMBER 26. 1946. 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIE R R A MADRE, 
DOES ORDAIN AS FOL¬ 
LOWS: 

SECTION 1. That Ordinance 
No. 460 of the City of Sierra 
Madre, entitled, “An Ordinance 
of the City Council of the City 
of Sierra Madre, pertaining to 
the collection of garbage, non¬ 
combustible household refuse, 
tri m m i n g s and combustible 
materials, and providing for 
the collection thereof and for 
fees to be paid for the services 
in connection with such col¬ 
lections”, adopted November 
26, 1946, be and the same is 
hereby amended by amending 
Section 7 of said Ordinance, to 
read as follows: 

“SECTION 7. The following 
fees are hereby establish¬ 
ed as the fees to be paid the 
City for services rendered 
in the collection and dis¬ 
posal of garbage, and of 
combustible and non-com¬ 
bustible materials: 

(a) For all single family 
dwelling s—50 cents per 
month; 

(b) For apartment houses, 
flats, duplexes, bungalow 
courts, and multiple fam¬ 
ily dwellings—25 cents per 
month for each dwelling 
unit, with a minimum of 
50 cents and a maximum 
of $4.00 per month per 
water meter; 

(c) For commercial estab¬ 
lishments or for unusual 
accumulations of garbage, 
combustible and non-com¬ 
bustible materials, or for 
all other places not other¬ 
wise provided for herein, 
rates shall be charged as 
may be agreed upon be¬ 
tween the Street Superin- 
dendent of the City and the 
person or persons from 
whom such garbage, com¬ 
bustible and non-combust¬ 
ible materials is collected, 
such rates to be subject to 
the approval of the City 
Council, but in no event 
shall the fee for such ser¬ 
vices be less than $1.00 per 
month”. 

SECTION 2. The City Clerk 
shall certify to the adoption of 
this Ordinance and prior to the 
expiration of fifteen (15) days 
from the passage thereof, shall 
cause the same to be published 
once in the Sierra Madre News, 
a newspaper of general circula¬ 
tion, published and circulated 
in the City of Sierra Madre, 
and thirty days from and after 
the final passage thereof, the 
same shall take effect and be 
in force.

Ordinance No. 484 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
SIERRA MADRE, RELATING 
TO DISASTERS, PROVIDING 
FOR THE CREATION OF A 
DISASTER COUNCIL. PRE¬ 
SCRIBING THE POWERS 
AND DUTIES OF THE MEM¬ 
BERS THEREOF AND PRO¬ 
VIDING PENAL TIES FOR 
VIOLATIONS OF SUCH OR 
DINANCE. 

WHEREAS, experience during 
the war and peace has demon¬ 
strated the need for adequate 
disaster plans and for mobili¬ 
zation of the resources of the 
community to cope with such 
disaster; and 

WHEREAS, the State of Cali¬ 
fornia has created a State Dis¬ 
aster Council to prepare a State 
Disaster Plan and to recom¬ 
mend mutual aid regions; and 
WHEREAS, municipalities 
have legal authority (Constitu¬ 
tion, Article XI, Section 11, and 
Military and Veterans Code, Sec¬ 
tion 1571, as amended by Statu¬ 
tes of 1945, Chapter 1024), to 
create disaster councils for the 
purpose of formulating local dis¬ 
aster plans, including mutual 
aid agreements; NOW, THERE- 
FORE 

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE, 
CALIFORNIA, DOES ORDAIN 
AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. DISASTER. As 

used in this Ordinance, the 
term “Disaster” shall include, 
but is not limited to, any ex¬ 
traordinary fire, flood, riot, 
storm, epidemic, or earthquake, 
or any enemy attack or sabo¬ 
tage which causes or threatens 
to cause loss of life or property 
and in which occurences the 
responsibility develops upon 
the regular constituted author¬ 
ities for the maintenance of 
public peace and order and the 
preservation of life and prop¬ 
erty. It shall not include any 
conditions resulting from a la¬ 
bor controversy. 
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SECTION 2. DISASTER COUN¬ 
CIL. MEMBERSHIP. The Sierra 
Madre Disaster Council is here¬ 
by created and shall consist of 
the following: 

A. The Mayor, who shall be 
chairman and Commander. 

B. The Vice-Commander, ap¬ 
pointed by the Mayor, with the 
advice and consent of the City 
Council, who, in the absence of, 
or at the direction of, the Com¬ 
mander, shall act on his be¬ 
half on matters within the pur¬ 
view of this Ordinance. 

C. The Chiefs of Divisions as 
hereinafter provided. 

D. Such other representatives 
of civic, business, labor, veter¬ 
ans, professional, or other or¬ 
ganizations as may be appoint¬ 
ed by the Mayor with the ad¬ 
vice and consent of the City 
Council. 

SECTION 3. DISASTER COUN¬ 
CIL. POWERS AND DUTIES. It 

shall be the duty of the Sierra 
Madre Disaster Council, and it 
is hereby empowered: 

A. To develop a pi an for 
meeting any disaster. Such plan 
shall provide for the effective 
mobilization of ail the resour¬ 
ces of the community, both 
public and private; 

B. To prepare and recom¬ 
mend for consideration by the 
City Council ordinances neces¬ 
sary to implement the disaster 
plan; 

C. To consider and recom¬ 
mend to the City Council for 
approval mutual aid plans and 
agreements; 

The Disaster Council shall 
meet upon call of the chair¬ 
man. 

SECTION 4. COMMANDER. 
POWERS AND DUTIES. There 
is hereby created the office of 
Commander. Such officer shall 
be appointed with the advice 
and consent of the City Council. 

The Commander is hereby 
empowered: 

A. To proclaim the existence 
or threatened existence of a 
disaster and the termination 
thereof; 

B. To request the Governor to 
proclaim a state of extreme 
emergency in the area in and 
around the City of Sierra Mad¬ 
re when in the opinion of the 
Commander the resources of the 
community are inadequate to 
cope with the disaster; 

C. To govern and direct the 
effort of the Sierra Madre Dis¬ 
aster Corps in the accomplish¬ 
ment of the purposes of this 
Ordinance; 

D. To direct coordination and 
cooperation between the chiefs 
of divisions and resolve ques¬ 
tions of authority and respon¬ 
sibility that may arise between 
them; 

E. To represent the Disaster 
Corps in all dealings with pub¬ 
lic or private agencies pertain¬ 
ing to disaster preparedness. 

It shall also be the duty of 
the Commander, and he is 
hereby empowered, during a 
disaster or when a disaster is 
imminent: 

A. To make and issue rules 
and regulations on matters rea¬ 
sonably related to the protec¬ 
tion of life and property as af¬ 
fected by such disaster: 

B. To obtain vital supplies, 
equipment and such other 
properties found lacking and 
needed for the protection of the 
life and property of the people, 
and bind the City for the fair 
value thereof, and, if required, 
immediately, to commandeer 
the same for public use: 

C. To require emergency ser¬ 
vices of any City Officer or 
employee; 

D. To requisition necessary 
personnel or material of any 
city department or agency; 

E. To execute all of his ordi¬ 
nary powers as Mayor, all of 
the special powers conferred 
upon him by this Ordinance, 
and all powers conferred upon 
him by any other lawful au¬ 
thority. 

SECTION 5. EXECUTIVE OF¬ 
FICER. There is hereby created 
the position of Executive Of¬ 
ficer of the Disaster Corps. The 
Executive Officer shall be ap¬ 
pointed by the Mayor with (tie 
advice and consent of the City 
Council. The Executive Officer 
shall be the executive secretary 
of the Disaster Council and 
shall be Chief of the Division 
of Personnel and Recruitment. 

SECTION 6. DISASTER 
CORPS. GENERAL. Officers 
and employees of the City of 
Sierra Madre, together with 
those volunteer forces enrolled 
to aid them during a disaster, 
and all groups, organizations 
and persons who may by agree¬ 
ment or operation of law be 
charged with duties incident to 
the protection of life and prop¬ 
erty in the City of Sierra Mad¬ 
re, during such disaster, shall 
constitute the Sierra Madre Dis¬ 
aster Corps. 

SECTION 7. DIVISIONS OF 
DISASTER CORPS. The func¬ 
tions and duties of the Sierra 
Madre Disaster Corps shall be 
distributed among the follow¬ 
ing divisions of such corps, 
each division to be under the 
direction of a Chief, and, in his 
absence, the first deputy and 
second deputy chief, respect¬ 
ively, appointed by the Chief, 
and said division to consist of 
the following forces, organiza¬ 
tions and services, and such 
other forces, organizations or 
services as may be included 
pursuant to the provisions of 
this Ordinance. The Chiefs of 
divisions shall organize and 
train volunteers assigned to 
such division by the Personnel 
and Recruitment Division and 
shall formulate the division 
plan which, when approved by 
the Disaster Council, shall be¬ 
come an annex to the Disaster 
plan. The Chiefs of Divisions 
shall include in the- division 
plans recommended mutual aid 
agreements. The Chiefs of Di¬ 
visions shall be custodian of 
special equipment and other 
property which may be obtain¬ 
ed from any source and assign¬ 
ed to such division by the Com¬ 
mander. 

A. LAW AND ORDER DIVIS¬ 
ION. This division shall be 
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under and subject to the con¬ 
trol of the chief of police, who 
shall be chief of the Law and 
Order Division. The division 
snail consist of Police person¬ 
nel and auxiliary police (vol¬ 
unteers). 

B. FIRE DIVISION. This divi¬ 
sion shall be under and sub¬ 
ject to the control of the chief 
of the fire department, who 
shall be Chief of the Fire Divi¬ 
sion. The division shall consist 
of fire department personnel 
and auxiliary fire fighters (vol¬ 
unteers). 

C. MEDICAL DIVISION. This 
division shall be under and 
subject to the control of the 
city health officer, who shall 
be Chief of the Medical Divi¬ 
sion. The division shall consist 
of health department personnel 
and medical service volunteers. 

D. PUBLIC WORKS DIVISION. 
This division shall be under 
and subject to the control of 
the city engineer who shall be 
Chief of the Public Works Di¬ 
vision. The division shall con¬ 
sist of the department of pub 
lie works personnel and auxili 
ary personnel (volunteers). 

E. UTILITIES DIVISION. The 
Chief of this division shall be a 
citizen, experienced and en¬ 
gaged in such industry, ap¬ 
pointed by the mayor with the 
advice and consent of the City 
Council. The division shall con¬ 
sist of auxiliary personnel (vol¬ 
unteers). 

F. TRANSPORTATION DIVI¬ 
SION. Tlie chief of this division 
shall be a citizen .experienced 
and engaged in such industry, 
appointed by the mayor with 
the advice and consent of the 
City Council. The division shall 
consist of auxiliary personnel 
(volunteers). 

G. COMMUNICATIONS DIVI¬ 
SION. The Chief of this division 
shall be a citizen, experienced 
and engaged in such industry, 
appointed by the mayor with 
the advice and consent of the 
City Council. The division shall 
consist of auxiliary personnel 
(volunteers) and city personnel 
engaged in communications 
work. 

H. PERSONNEL AND RE¬ 
CRUITMENT DIVISION. This 
division shall be under and 
subject to the control of the 
Executive Officer. It shall be 
the duty of this division to re¬ 
cruit all volunteer personnel, to 
enroll and register such per- . 
sonnel, to keep adequate rec¬ 
ords thereof, and to assign such 
personnel to other divisions of 
the Disaster Corps. The Exe¬ 
cutive Officer may establish 
and operate a volunteer office. 

I. AMERICAN RED CROSS. 
The American Red Cross in the 
City of Sierra Madre will fur¬ 
nish food, clothing, shelter, 
registration and information 
service, supplementary medical 
service when requested, and 
rehabilitation lo individuals 
and families affected by a dis¬ 
aster. The American Red Cross 
will provide funds with which 
to finance all its relief opera¬ 
tions. The chief of this divi¬ 
sion will be the chairman of 
(he City of Sierra Madre Chap¬ 
ter of the American Red Cross, 
or a delegated representative 
thereof. 

SECTION 8. VOLUNTEERS. 

AH persons, other than officers 
and employees of the city, vol¬ 
unteering services pursuant to 
the provisions of this ordinance, 
shall serve without compensa¬ 
tion from the city. While en¬ 
gaged in such services, they 
shall have the same immuni¬ 
ties as officers and employees 
of Hie city performing similar 
duties. 

SECTION 9. PUNISHMENT 
OF VIOLATIONS. II shall be a 
misdemeanor, punishable by a 
fine of not to exceed $500.00, or 
by imprisonment in the City 
Jail or in the County Jail, at 
the discretion of the Commit- 
Img Magistrate for not >o ex¬ 
ceed six months, or both, for 
any person during a disaster; 

A. Wilfully to obstruct, hin¬ 
der or delay any member of the 
Disaster Corps in the enforce¬ 
ment of any lawful rule or reg¬ 
ulation issued pursuant to this 
ordinance, or in the perform¬ 
ance of any duty imposed upon 
him by virtue of this ordinance. 

B. To do any act forbidden 
by any lawful rule or regula¬ 
tion issued pursuant to this 
ordinance, if such act is of su :h 
a nature as to give, or be like¬ 
ly to give assistance to the en¬ 
emy, or to imperil the lives or 
property of other inhabitants of 
this city, or to prevent, hinder 
or delay the defense or protec¬ 
tion thereof; 

C. To wear, carry or display, 
without authority, any means 
of identification specified by 
the Disaster Council. 

SECTION 10. The City Clerk 
shall certify to the adoption of 
this Ordinance and prior to the 
expiration of fifteen (15) days 
from the passage thereof, shall 
cause the same to be publish¬ 
ed once in the Sierra Madre 
News, a newspaper of general 
circulation, published and cir¬ 
culated in the City of Sierra 
Madre, and thirty (30) days 
fiom and after the final pass¬ 
age thereof, said Ordinance 
shall take effect and be in 
force.
